‘At Least’ 11 Busses Are 
Destroyed When Fuel 
Explodes— Walls, Roof 
Damaged, 


Fire swept by brisk winds 
raged through the garage of the f 
Belleville-St. Louis Coach Co. to- 
day in downtown Belleville, caus- 
ing damage estimated at $200,000. 
Firemen said “at least” 11 
busses were destroyed when their 
fuel tanks exploded. Walls of the 
one-story brick structure were 
cracked and part of the roof’ 
caved in. No one was injured. 
The fire, apparently caused by 
an acetylene torch flame, spread 
‘quickly throughout the building. 
Eight attendants and repairmen 
on duty leaped into busses near 
the garage door and succeeded in 
driving 11 of them out. Explosion 
of the other bus tanks made re- 
entry hazardous and finally forced 
them to stop. 

Three Belleville fire companies, 
three volunteer units from near- 
by communities, and a fire squad 
from Scott Air Force Base bat- 
tled the billownig flames, which 
threatened a 50,000-gallon pro- 
pane gas tank 25 feet behind the 
garage. Propane is used as fuel 
by some of the firm's vehicles. 
A meat packing plant and resi- 
dences near the garage, in the 
400 block of West Main street, 
were endangered as the blaze 
reached high intensity. Two au- 
tomobiles on an adjacent used-car 
lot were damaged by flames. 
The fire, which broke out about 
1 p.m. was under control in an 
hour and a half. 

The busses, some of which were 
new, were valued at $10,000 each. 
Value of the building was placed 
at $100,000

Without specifically naming the 
Taft-Hartley law, adopted in that 
year, he referred to it as passed 
by “a Congress subservient to 
the reactionary elements of big 


business.” The law, he said, was 
“dictated” by reactionary in- 
terests. 


“It was proof positive gains 
could be taken away from us by 
adverse legislation,” Meany con- 
tinued, “so our purpose is to try 
to educate the workers and pri-

It is good to know that harmony is the key- 
note at the meetings of Republican Senate and 
House leaders with President Eisenhower this 
week. For the truth is that co-operation between 
the executive and legislative branches has not 
been all it could have been even in the first 
two weeks of a new administration. 

The so-called “comedy of errors” over the ex- 
tension of presidential power to reorganize the 
Fedefal Government was, at its beit, very poor 
staff work in a White House command which 
has put a great deal of emphasis on businesslike 
methods. At its worst this was no mixap but 
reflected opposition to the President within his 
own party with implications for the future. 

Here in brief are the facts: : . 

Congress provided, in the Truman Administra- 
tion, that a constitutional majority was required 


in either branch of Congress to defeat a re- - 


organization plan proposed by the White House. 
This meant that unless 49 Senators voted No— 
or 218 House members—the presidential reor- 
ganization proposal went into effect. 

° ~ * 

When the bill to extend this authority for two 
years beginning April 1 went before the two 
new Republican-controlled Government Opera- 
tions committees a very strange thing happened. 
Under the chairmanship of Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy of Wisconsin in the Senate and Repre- 
sentative Clare E. Hoffman of Michigan in the 
House the presidential reorganization authority 
was seriously cut down. It was cut down 
by providing that a simple majority of a quorum 
present and voting could defeat a reorganization 
plan proposed by President Eisenhower. This 
would have meant that only 25 Senators or 110 
House members could have rejected a proposal 
from the new Republican President. 

To make this development all the more cock- 
eyed, it was by a straight party vote. All the 
Democrats on the House committee voted against 
making the lot of President Eisenhewer any 
more difficult. All the Republicans voted to put 
this additional reorganization obstacle in the way 
of their new leader. 

Was this a case of a breakdown in commu- 
nications between the White House and Capitol 
Hill? Or was it the first piece of sabotage at 
the hands of committee chairmen who owe more 
to Robert R. McCormick and his Chicago Tribune 
than they do to Dwight D. Eisenhower? 

The new President’s general staff did not help 
any to provide the urgent answer when it per- 
mitted Press Secretary James Hagerty to say 
that the President approved the proposed limita- 
tion on his authority. To everyone else it was 
obvious that the McCarthy-Hoffman maneuver 
was a calculated slap at the new Republican 
President. 

Pressure must have been put on behind the 
scenes to relieve President Eisenhower of this 
utterly unnecessary embarrassment for Con- 
gressman Charles Halleck of Indiana, House 
floor leader and a Taftite, belatedly made a 
statement intended to untangle the snarl, He 
“explained” the White House and Congress “got 
their wires crossed.” : 

* . * 

It may be that some Republican mctmbers 
were “confused” but Clare Hoffman was dead 
certain as to what he was doing. Subsequently 
when the House debated the committee amend- 
ment to limit President Eisenhower's authority, 
the Michigan reactionary battled to keep his 
committee amendment in the extension bill. 
Hoffman was beaten on. the-rollcall as only five 
members supported the committee position. 

Now the same issue has come up in the Senate 
committee. It is clear that Senator McCarthy 
did not have his signals crossed either. Over- 
ruled 9-to-3, he voted for limiting the Eisenhow- 
er authority even after former President Hoover 
said that the limitation would play into the 
hands of “the vested interest and vested habits 
of officials and pressure groups.” 

What is odd is that Senator Symington should 
have joined Senator McCarthy and Senator Me- 
Clelland of Arkansas in persisting to vote for 
the limitation. Missouri's freshman Senator 
owes his constituents an explanation of his 
position. 
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Two Starts on Voting Machines 

Assuming that the Missouri Legislature gives 
cities and counties the option of using voting 
machines in future elections, who in the local 
community shall have authority to order them 
into operation? 

The question arises from conflicting pro- 
visions of two bills introduced in the State Sen- 
ate. Under the plan of Senator David A. Hess 
(Dem.), St. Louis, the local election authority 
could adopt the machines within its jurisdiction 
by its own order. That would be the Boards of 
Election Commissioners in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county. 

The other plan, sponsored by the Election 
Laws Revision Committee, would place this right 
in the hands of the local governing body, that 
is, the Board of Aldermen in St. Louis and the 
County Council in the county. 

We are inclined to favor the committee’s 
plan, and for two reasons: First the local govern- 
ing bodies are elected representatives of the 
local people, whereas the Election’ Boards are 
not. Second, because of the high cost of voting 
machines, the body that will be required to raise 
the funds to pay for them should be responsible 
for determining when they are to be installed. 

In any event, this is an issue that ought not 
to prevent the enactment of some kind of per- 
missive legislation. Election machines would pro- 
vide greater secrecy at the polls and assure an 
accurate tabulation of the votes—aims that take 
precedence where the public interest is con- 
cerned. 
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The Nineteenth Member 

Gov. Donnelly might well draw two lessons 
from the impending resignation of Ralph L. 
Alexander of Columbia as outstate member of 
the board of freeholders planning the metro- 
politan sewer district. The Governor will have 
to replace Mr. Alexander, an appointee of for- 
mer Gov. Smith, and also name an outstate mem- 
ber to complete the transit freeholders. 

The Governor would be wise, other things be- 
ing equal, to select persons living in one of the 
counties close to or bordering the St. Louis- 
St. Louls county area. The nineteenth member 
of each board may not reside in either the city 
or the county. Mr, Alexander's home is half way 
across the state, and travel involved in attend- 
ing meetings cost him a day away from his 
law office. , 

The Governor also ought to sound out pro- 
spective appointees on their views toward their 
duties. Mr. Alexander seemed to look upon the 
board as another law client and expected $12,000 
plus $40 a day in expenses for his services. 
When the other freeholders, who serve with- 
out compensation, budgeted $4000 and $30 a 
day in expenses, he said the “situation is im- 
possible” and announced his intention to quit. 

There is no question of his right to resign. 
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matter in attacking the “shape-up.” Under this 
hiring system, dock workers gather twice a day 
at a pier and a union hiring boss picks out those 
who will work.

A year and a half ago the New York City 
Anti-Crime Committee found that the shape-up 
had’ led to extortion, with longshoremen and 
employers alike as victims.

The question seems to be whether a boss can 
be depended upon to end bossism—and which is 
bigger, the AFL or Joe Ryan. 

Life and commerce on the waterfront will be 
much healthier if the AFL makes its order 
stick. And the AFL will then be in a position to 
clean house anywhere the need arises, 
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Mr. Truman’s Good Judgment 

Former President Truman is right in his 
moratorium on comments about national and 
international affairs.

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Stocking Uncle Sam’s Larder 


One governmental function which is immune 
from the White House orders for strict econ- 
omy. in administrative operations is the farm 
price support program. ; 

Under the law, the Government has no alter- 
native but to buy or make loans on “surplus” 
crops. And as U.S. News and World Report re- 
cently pointed out, the Government has bought 
and in some cases will continue to buy: 

Wheat (342,000,000 bushels on hand).

Eggs (6,800,000 dozen). 

Turkeys (48,400,000 pounds). 

Butter (42,500,000 pounds). 

Cheese (9,300,000 pounds). 

Dried milk (72,900,000 pounds).

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Six Down, Twelve to Go 

Five other St. Louisans joined with State Rep- 
resentative Joseph Beckerle in offering a bill 
to permit the city to operate off-street parking 
facilities.

The 
Beckerle bill does not permit this. But the 
principle of city parking operation is an obvious 
necessity in the the fight against the traffic 
blight.

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On Its Merits 

The wage rise requests of the St. Louis pub- 
lic school teachers’ groups come at a time when 
the School Board is approaching a financial 
crisis that only the voters can avert, Failure 
of the board’s April tax election would be a 
serious blow to the schools and the teachers as 
well. 

Superintendent of Instruction Hickey says the 
wage proposals, if granted, would place teach- 
ers’ salaries “well above the national median.” 
Of course there is no law that prohibits St. 
Louis from leading the salary parade. But. this 
fact, when considered in light of the board’s 
financial difficulties, considerably weakens the 
teachers’ position.

I acknowledge the unreality of my pre- 
diction here, several months ago, that the 
left wing of the ‘Republican party would 
consolidate the victory over the right wing 
it had won at the convention.

The Times’ bewilderment in the face of 
the protests it received was amusing, even 
touching, and it faithfully published the 
statistics in full. It felt it was being un- 
justly assailed and in my judgment it was. 


Foreign Policy Gets Priority 


But the feeling humanized it and gave 
it a new experience, one that may have 
lasting effects. For The Times was closer 
to. its readers than it had ever been. 

I write this less than a week after elec- 
tion. Mostly columnists and. editorial 
writers are still trying to analyze the 
causes of the Republican victory and have 
made only perfunctory efforts to forecast 
what lies ahead.

JEFFERSON CITY; Feb. 5 
(AP)—Accidents on state roads 
killed 767 persons in 1952—25 
more than in 195l1—the State 
Highway Commission said today.

A 
month later, when he gave a recital’ at Carnegie 
Hall, he firmly established the fact that a piano 

giant had arrived on the American scene.

IN THE QUARTER CENTURY since Horowitz 


first captured an American audience, his talent 
and popularity have made him the highest-priced 


pianist in the business. Here in New York where. 


he has given three recitals a year for the past 
10 years at Carnegie Hall, his following is so great 
that all tickets are sold out in a single day when 
they are put on at the box office six months in ad- 
vance of the performance. 

Now on his twenty-fifth concert tour of the 
United States, Horowitz will make his second visit 
to St. Louis when he appears in concerts with the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra on Feb. 14 and 15. 
Horowitz explains that because of the emotional 
and physical strain of each concert, he has to 
limit his engagements to not more than 40 per 
season. 
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ONE OF THE GREATEST TECHNICIANS in 
piano history, Horowitz is famous for the genius 
he brings to the task of planning programs for his 
recitals. 


“A good program,” he says, “is one which brings 
emotional, spiritual and intellectual satisfaction to 
every member. of the audience.” 

Horowitz feels that in the past few years Amer- 
ica hap: madé great strides upward as a musical 

om, He cites-a Midwestern college town where 
he each season for several years as an 
example of his contention that, just as he has 
changed from a wild and volatile virtuoso over

“IN MY FIRST SEASONS HERE,” he comment- 
ed, “I was warned.not to play Chopin’s G minor 
Ballade. Why? Too long, too difficult. Yes, it 
is the truth. This ballade takes only about eight 
minutes and it is music of drama and fire. Now 
when I want to play it, I am told that it is too 
obvious, that perhaps I am patronizing the public. 

“Years ago I programmed Prokofieff’s Toccata, 
a very brilliant piece, and I was warned that the 
audience would not grasp it. The audience got it. 
The audience is more sensitive than some people 
think. This season I am playing a long Schubert 
sonata. It is so beautiful I wanted to do it but 
hesitated. Would the audience understand? I 
worried needlessly. It understands very well.” 
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BORN OCT. 1, 1904, in Kiev, Russia, Horowitz 
displayed talent at a very early age, That he was 
unlike most children who have to be driven to 
piano practice is illustrated by a story he tells 
of his governess who was employed to teach him 
English. After two years of struggling with the 
boy, the governess went to his father and stormed: 
“That boy of yours is impossible. I've been try- 
ing for two years to teach him English and he 
does nothing but play that stupid piano all the 
time.” 


Modest and shy in private life, Horowitz and 
his wife Wanda, daughter of Arturo Toscanini, 
make their home in New York in a comfortable 
house in the East Nineties surrounded by their 
notable collection of fine art, including paintings 
by Rouault, Matisse, Cezanne and Picasso. Here 
Horowitz allows himself two months’ rest each year 
before he begins his painstaking preparation for 
the following season. 
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JUST AS AMERICA took Horowitz to its heart 
25 years ago, so has the musical genius taken 
America to his. He speaks of the United States 
as his “pride and source of inspiration.” 


Recently Horowitz walked into a small restau- 
rant on New York’s East Side with a party of 
friends. The restaurant’s violinist recognized him 
and as a greeting played a portion of the “Stars 
and Stripes Forever’—a number which Horowitz 
audiences invariably demand he play as an encore. 
On hearing the music, the pianist smiled happily 
and whispered to his companion: “You see? Years 
ago when I walked into a restaurant they would 
play ‘Ochi Chornia.’ Now it is a Sousa March.

Various theories have been ad- 
vanced for the saying’s origin, the 
most frequently cited being the 
ancient myth that Cupid, wishing 
to conceal the loves of his mother, 
Venus, bribed Harpocrates, the 
god of silence, with a rose. It is 
thought to go back actually to 
the Greeks, but whether the 
symbol originated in the myth 
about Cupid and Harpocrates, 
which came to us by way of the 
Latin, is in the field of conjec- 
ture. 

We.do know. that In the Mid- 
die Ages a rose hung above a 
table meant that anything said 
there was in strict confidence. 
This applied also to the rose 
painted on the ceilings of council 
chambers. Later the flower was 
sculptured on confessionals.
